It permits the department to 
do the reforesting where the trees 
are needed most, and where pros- 
pects for a: good crop are best. 
There has been no large-scale 
Priel of state lands pr iaae 


ing. ’ This: act, ear- marking funds 
from timber sales, for reforestation 
-was passed in wartime, but in 
wartime no manpower could be 
spared for such work, or even for 
the nursery production that must 
precede it. ‘Nurseries were seed- 
ed again at the war’s end, and 
now are producing stock that may 
permit resumption of reforesta- 
tion as early as. the fall of 1948. 

There now is $200,000 in the re- 
forestation fund, the result of 
heavy wartime and early: post-war 

demand for timber products. The 
48,000,000-tree program is based 
on this back log and anticipated 
revenues from cutting ‘on sta 
lands in the next seven years. G. 

Melnti t_state. forest- 
er,says the-reforestation program 
must be’ both long range and flex- 
ible ,to develop large areas, avoid 
drouths and take advantage of 
good growing seasons, and to 
avoid competing for scarce, high-
